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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Board of Education and Citizens of Richmond, N. H: 
I have the honor to submit my second annual report. 


The schools for the present year have begun on time and 
have suffered few interruptions. The state law requires 36 
weeks, and last year we failed to reach that number, with, 
only 32 weeks. The average attendance for the state was 92%. 
Richmond’s average was 91%. 

Miss Celia Willard has continued the good work of Miss 
Helena Coll at Four Corners. The closing of No. 2 has added 
very few to this school as most of the pupils went to other 
towns. According to supervisory tests, the scholarship is high, 
and both teacher and pupils are striving hard to maintain it. 

No repairs or alterations have been made, but a marked 
improvement in lighting and sanitaries is possible, with less 
outlay than at North Richmond. The small number of pupils 
has enabled us to seat them in good light. In view of the add- 
ed burden to the taxpayers caused by the cloudburst, and the 
fact that we exceeded our estimate for repairs at North Rich- 
mond, I do not recommend it be done this year, but be under 
consideration the following year, thus giving two years to pay 
for repairs at North Richmond. 

Miss Ellen Bean, a teacher of experience, was secured for 


the North Richmond school but resigned at Thanksgiving on

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account of ill health. Miss Bernice A. Smith of Bridgewater, 
N. H., has efficiently filled the vacancy. The repairs have 
been done well, the board following the suggestions of Deputy 
Pringle of the state department. A bank of six windows on 
the north side and the two windows removed, placed on the 
west side, gives ample lighting. A more effective arrangement 
of the seats and stove completed the changes in the school 
room. The sanitaries comply with state requirements in every 
detail and the shed gives opportunity to store a year’s supply 
of wood. 3 

With the pupils centralized in two buildings, we feel we 
can meet the increased cost of teachers, supplies and repairs, 
without requiring state aid. | 

I wish to express to the Board of Education and citizens, 
my sincere appreciation of their support and co-operation. 
The sudden death of Mr. Albert Conway, the new member of 
the board, was deeply felt by us all.
